Verdine told Col. Everett G. 
King, head of the Army hospital, 
he had been suffering stomach 
trouble and also was concerned 
about his heart. He added that 
he contracted a severe cough

By sending warplanes and 
munitions to that army-less nation, the United 
States refuted Latin American suspicions that 
Washington was more interested in dictatorships 
than in democracies as bulwarks of hemispheric 
peace and order. 

In the third place, the United States sensibly 
resisted the anti-Communist slogan of the rebels 
fighting President Figueres’s government. This 
slogan was undoubtedly calculated to have an 
automatic appeal te North Americans. The trou- 
ble with the slogan was that it was false. 

President Figueres is a social reformer but 
has been consistently anti-Communist. This can- 
not be said of his opponents. The Calderonistas, 
identified with former President Calderon, were 
pitched out by armed revolt led by Mr. Figueres 
because they refused to abide by election re- 
turns, Before. that, the Calderon group some- 
times found it convenient to collaborate with the 
Communists.

Goal Is ‘to Make Justice More Certain 
Protecting Rights of Citizens 
$200,000 Grant Made. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
The American Bar Association 
will inaugurate a major research 
study of the administration of 
criminal justice in the United 

Loyd Wright, A.B.A. presi- 
dent, said yesterday the object 
“ig to make justice more cer- 
tain in this country while jeal- 
ously protecting the rights of 
every citizen” 

The study will be directed 
by an A.B.A. special committee 
headed by Maj. Gen. William J. 
Donovan (Ret.), with Chief Jus- 


tice Earl Warren as a special 
consultant. 

The project been made 
possible, the anno&ncement said, 


by a $200,000 grant from the 
Ford Foundation to the Ameri- 
can Bar Foundation “to finance 
the initial stages of the study.“ 

Donovan, a New York law- 
yer, formerly directed .the of- 
fice of Strategic Services. 

Donovan described the study 
as perhaps the largest ever un- 
dertaken by the legal profes- 
sion and said it would be the 
first definitive study of crim- 
inal law administration ever 
made on a national scale. 

The announcement quoted 
Warren ag commenting that the 
study would be “a tremendous 
task which can be of great bene- 
fit to the American people.” 
“It is a pioneering effort, the 
first complete study of criminal 
justice administration ever un- 
dertaken,” Warren said. 

“It will take several years of 
conseientious work on the part 
of many people, in every walk 
of life. But I can think of few 
projects which the’ organized 
bar could undertake which would 
equal it in potential benefits. 
“In the end, the study should 
produce answers to most of the 
things which have caused the 
American people to be con- 
cerned both for their security 
and for the preservation of their 
fundamental rights.”

Long Island Couple Has Flown Nearly 2,000,000 Miles Operating Air Ambulance Service
